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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose each and every element of the claimed 
invention. Regarding independent claims 5 and 7, while the prior art discloses 
discriminating between ischemia and myocardial infarction based on a plurality of 
electrograms derived from a plurality of electrode configurations, it fails to disclose 
utilizing a summer which sums either the absolute value of the electrograms, as in claim 
5, or the ST segments, as in claim 7. Further, the prior art fails to disclose a divider for 
providing a normalized value for the respective electrograms and ST segments and a 
discriminator that detects myocardial infarction and ischemia based on the obtained 
normalized values. 

Regarding independent claims 7, 9, 12, 15, 17, and 23, while the prior art 
discloses discriminating between ischemia and myocardial infarction based on a 
plurality of electrograms derived from a plurality of electrode configurations, it fails to 
disclose detecting myocardial infarction when the electrogram value is greater than a 
first value, ischemia when the electrogram value is less than a second value, and an 
equivocal condition when the electrogram value is between the first and second values.
